O'Banion, Slain Gangster, Is 
Given Costly Funeral 
Tribute 


Blue Sedan Owner Traced to 
Place; First Arrest for 
Shooting

CHICAGO, Nov. 13.— Dion O’Ban- 
ion, florist-gunman, lay in a $10,- 
OOO casket today guarded by silent 
square-jawed henchmen amid thou­ 
sands of dollars worth of flowers 
and 
wreaths, 
while 
police 
traced 
what 
they considered 
the 
first 
tangible clue to the identity of his 
slayers. 
They held J u ^ Fortuzzio, 23 a 
boxer known as Jimmy Wells. In tho 
garage 
a 
blue 
sedan 
was 
found 
answering the description of the one 
in which the slayers 
fled 
from 
O’Banion’s flower shop 
after 
the 
killing. The car’s license plate, po­ 
lice said, corresponds 
with

witnesses said the slayers’ 
automobile carried. 
Harry Fortuzzio, his father, de­ 
nied the automobile had been out 
of the garage Monday at the time 
of the slaying, but later adm itted 
that he had used it himself when 
he was confronted by two garage 
employes who contradicted his first 
story. His son maintained silence. 
Expect no Prosecution 
Results from the arrest were ex­ 
pected by Michael Hughes, detec­ 
tive chief, who expressed doubt th a t 
the slayers, if found, would ever 
be prosecuted. 
“ I expect we will 
satisfy our­ 
selves to a moral certainty as to the 
identity 
of 
the 
killers,” 
Chief 
Hughes said, “ but nothing will come 
of it. ’Chere will be no prosecution. 
If s the same old story. Wr?’ll never 
be able to get anybody to identify 
them if we locate them .” 
O’Banion’s friends, professing ig­ 
norance of the identity of the slay­ 
ers, 
also 
are 
investigating. 
Louis 
Alterlie, the slain leader’s lieuten­ 
ant, upon whom O'Banion’s mantle 
is reported to have fallen, has told 
reporters that “ if I can make any 
appointment with the killers I will 
shoot it out with them." 
He said he and O'Banion had re­ 
ceived telephone threats and th a t 
the former leader expected trouble 
Monday. Alterlie had intended going 
to the flower shop as a guard but 
overslept, he said. He attributed the 
killing 
to

susceptibility,

take the attitude that the disease 
may as well be endured a: one time 
as another. Reference to the effect 
of age on mortality however, will 
reveal the fact that the longer 
child Jives before whooping cough 
is contracted, the greater is the 
.hance of recav ly. Unnecessary ex­ 
posure is therefore, never Justifi-j 
able.

Armenia.— In 
order to assist the Armenian state 
authorities in their efforts to re­ 
populate Armenia, American relief 
workers here who are caring for 
many thousands of orphans, are en­ 
couraging the olderboys and girls 
to marry and establish homes. Each 
girl of marriageable age who signi­ 
fies her willingness to take a hus­ 
band is given a full outfit of cloth­ 
ing, a pair of shoes, an outfit of 
linen and ten dollars in currency as 
a “ dowry” from 
the 
Americans. 
Scores of girls and 
youths 
have 
taken advantage -of the Americans’ 
offer and have asked the officials 
of the Near East Relief* who are 
in charge of the orphanages, to^ find 
them suitable life partners. 
For some time past the Armenian 
government authorities have been 
alarmed at the rapid decrease, not 
o n ly in the population of Armenia 
proper, but in the number of Ar­ 
menians scattered 
throughout the 
world. According to a recent cen­ 
sus the present Inhabitants of Ar* 
menia, which is now under bolshe­ 
vist rule, number only 1,100.000. 
The world population of Armenians 
including those in the United States, 
is estimated at 3,000,000. During 
the last 15 years, it is stated by 
government officials, more than a 
million Armenians perished at th 
hands of the Turks and as a result 
of the World War, 
While tile government is confi­ 
dent that the natural tendency of 
the Armenians to multiply will be 
sufficient to offset the great losses 
in the race caused by massacres, 
war and famine, it entertains ser­ 
ious doubts regarding the capacity 
of the country to support more peo­ 
ple than now live within its narrow 
borders. Not only is th- country 
arid and unproductive, but som e‘of 
the 
most valuable arette, notably 
the Kars, Van and Igdyr districts, 
have been taken from Armenia and 
given to Turkey. For this reason 
tho government, thus far. has found 
it impossible to find abodes for flu* 
65,000 Armenian refugees now liv­ 
ing In Greece. A * place outside Ar­ 
menia. probably in some sparsely- 
settled section of Russia, is likely, 
therefore, to be allocated to them 
by the central government at Mos­ 
cow.

(B y the A w ocU ted P ic m ) 
TACOMA, Wash., Nov. 13.-—The 
coyote, the fox and the wolf long 
have stood 
as synonyms for vile, 
guile and resourcefulness, but many 
, hunters have put these animals to 
I shame, judging from accounts

lated by A. K. Fisher, of Hie federal 
biological survey, who recently was 
here on an inspection trip. 
Thousands of dollars have been 
I collected illegally as bounties by dis- 
jhonest hunters, Mr. Fisher declared. 
! He said 
the 
most famous bounty 
, fraud was perpetrated in Wisconsin, 
where 
$250,000 
wa.< 
paid 
on 
the 
heads 
of 
wolves 
which 
had 
been 
shipped in from Nevada. He added 
that about $180,000 was paid in a 
similar scheme iii Pennsylvania be­ 
fore the deception was discovered. 
• “ Wisconsin 
and 
Pennsylvania, 
where wolves were scarce, offered 
large bounties to get rid of these 
predatory animals,” Mr. Fisher ex­ 
plained. “So several hunters went 
to 
Nevada, 
where 
wolves 
were 
plentiful and the bounty low, and 
shipped their bags to Wisconsin and 
Pennsylvania.” 
Another favorite trick of the boun­ 
ty hunter, according to Mr. Fisher, 
is to alter rabbit and squirrel scalps 
so they resemble young coyotes and 
wolves.
